that a stronger, more hardy race results. A 
very careful breeder says of these different 
crosses :— 


“A cross of Brahma and Hamburg pro- 
duced very poor looking fowls, mixed color, 
dark legs, with feathers on them, but large 
body and odd looking combs, poor flesh, and 
fowls that would not at all be desired for 
anything.” 

* The Dorking and Brahma was much like 
a Dorking, but not so good in shape ; some 
of the chicks had feathers on the legs ; most 
of the cocks were very long in the leg and 
poor in breast; combs all poor; the cross 
not nearly as good as Cochins.” 

“Derby Game and the Brahma when 
crossed at first looked to be quite satisfactory. 
They were mostly large and well shaped, 
leoking much like game fowls. In color they 
were the same as Black Breasted Reds, but 
rather brighter golden necks, some spots of 
white in their plumage, legs mostly clean and, 
in color, yellow or white. They proved to be 
very fine table birds, both as regards quan- 
tity of flesh and flavor, and have less offal 
than any fowl I know of, except Games. As 
layers they were medium ; some proved very 
good, others poor. They could no doubt be 
selected so as to secure bois qualities, and 
thus prove valuable ; but their progeny were 
of all colors and kinds, in fact, common 
dung-hills. These two breeds, the Chinas 
and _Games, have each distinct and superior 
qualities, and more good would result in 
selecting choice specimens of either and im- 
proving the breed than in any cross that 
could be made, at least without more time 
and labor bestowed than any one would 
wish to devote to the subject. It is better 
to go on where others have left off than to 
commence at the top of the hill.

Shallow Piloughiang ina Dry Time. 

Chs. Hartlock, Clinton, Mo., asks about 
the depth to which a prairie sod should be 
turned. 

Horace Greeley—The matter of the prairie 
| sod depends on the depth of the roots. I 
jam glad of this opportunity to lift up my 
| voice in protest against the mischief of false 
| teaching that goes out of this room. I con- 
sider it absolutely wicked for speakers to 
| foster the lazy and ruinous practice of plant- 
ing our great crops on a surface stirred but 
three inches deep. I have travelled some 
this summer, and in Virginia I saw 10,000 
acres that will not yield five bushels to the 
acre. I saw acres on acres that will not give 
one sound, big ear. On some soils where 
the roots get down through alluvial deposit 
despi'e shallow ploughing the yield is good. 
But if the teachings of Mr. Petit and others 
are to be taken as true doctrine it will dam- 
age our farmers millions of dollars yearly. I 
fancy that the mischief already done is the 
value of many million bushels. 
time, and August is generally a rainless

month all over this continent, corn on three 
jinch ploughing fails at once; three or four 
days will destroy as many million barrels. 
| If those Virginia fields had been stirred eight 
or ten inches deep they would have made a 
good crop of corn. 

A, S. Fuller—I said last spring that David 
Petit’s letter, if it influenced as widely as it 
was read, would do more mischief than all 
the good this club ever accomplished. 
Farmers are lazy enough anyhow; and he 
says three inches is deep enough. I think 
eighteen inches is shallow. Ihave flowers 
on a bed spaded eighteen inches, and others 
on a bed two and a half feet, and those on 
the deep bed show none of the effects of the 
drought. I hope Mr. Greeley will continue to 
fight the shallow, mischievous doctrine that 
originates in a corner of the State of New 
Jersey and tends to the ruin of our agricul- 
ture.

HOGS WANT SULPHUR. 


Whether hogs require sulphur as an essen- 
tial to their health, or whether it is sought 
by them as a condiment, may not be known 
for certainty. But one thing 1s sure, they de- 
vour it with whenever it is to be found. 
It is for this purpose, probably, that they eat 
large quantities of coal, which contains 
a large amount of sulphur. Perhaps this is 
the most economical method of supplying 
hogs with sulphur during the winter, when 
they ire a deal of carbon. But in 
the summer it is better to feed it to them in 
substances which contains less carbon, on 
account of their producing less heat. Mus- 
tard is one of the best things for this purpose, 
ont on that account some of it should be 

wn in every pasture into which hogs are 
turned. If hogs are kept up, or are in omall 
yards, it is well to mel them with the wild 
mustard that grows in the fields or highways, 
or to cultivate some of the better varieties 
for them. They will eat its leaves, flowers, 
seeds and — Prairie Farmer.

EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
(Continued from last week's Report.) 
THIRD DAY. 


PORTLAND, THURSDAY, Sept. 9, 1869. 

The grounds this morning, notwithstand- 
ing the strenuous efforts of numerous work- 
men, presented rather a dilapidated appear- 
ance. The great gale, worthy of a special 
record in the Old Farmer’s Almanac, by that 
sage old friend of the farmer, Robert B. 
Thomas, had pitched in as if it had a special 
spite against all temporary shows, tore down 
fences, ripped up cattle pens, and riddled 
the big Implement Tent, to say nothing of 
the smaller tents erected for the accommoda- 
tion of man and beast. 

Contrary to general expectation however, 
instead of injuring the track and making it 
unfit for use this day, it seemed to have har- 
dened it, as well it might, and in point of 
fact. it was better, decidedly, than on the 
previous days. The weather, too, to-day, 
has been superb and the crowd of people 
immense, and this has lent a sort of inspira- 
tion to the friends of the enterprise, and 
made it a certain pecuniary success, or rath- 
er insured the chances of getting out of it 
with a whole skin. 


True to time the business began at nine 
o’clock A. M. by the exhibitiou of thorough- 
bred horses, mares and geldings, matched 
horses, stallions, &c. One of the marked 
features of the day was the appearance of 
gentlemen's driving horses, the owners hold- 
ing the reins. It was a good idea and wor- 
thy of general imitation at other similar ex- 
hibitions. 

The other Committees, such, at least, as 
had not already finished their arduous labors, 
were also busy as forty cats in a bag. The 
work of a committee at a great fair like this, 
is nosinecure. It is a responsible position 
that must be attended to, and the wonder is 
that so many can be found willing to give 
their time and judgment to some one partic- 
ular department or class, often at the risk of 
losing sight of other parts of the exhibition. 

The results of the work done by the com- 
mittees will appear in the official report of 
them in another column, so that it is not ne- 





cessary4o allude to them here, but while the 
gentlemen’s driving horses are going round | 
we may allude to that feature of the show, 

and state that the premium offered was one 

of Kimball Brothers’ best road wagons. 

The weight of wagon and driver was neces- 

sarily 350 pounds, and speed alone did not 

govern the decision. 

Mr. C. R. Milliken, of Portland, entered 
bay gelding Tom Thumb; H. A. Hall, of 
Boston, black gelding India Rubber Ben; 
F. R. Wood, of Bangor, bay gelding Selim ; 
and Frederick Jordan, of Old Town, gray 
gelding Tim. Two heats were trotted, Ben 
winning both. ‘Time 2:55, 2:48, but the 
prize was awarded to Tom Thumb. 

Another feature was presented in the form 
ofacolt race. This came off at two o'clock 
P. M., when a race was called for four year 
old colts, mile heats to harness, best two in 
three. Premium, $300. Samuel Farmer 
entered bay gelding John Franklin; John 
May, black gelding Uncle Abe; and George 
N. Bailey, black mare Violetta. 

First Heat. The horses drew positions in 
the order given and had a send off on the 
second score, Farmer and Abe neck and 
neck, the latter running, Violetta a half 
length rearward. Franklin led for a short 
distance, but Abe collared and passed him at 
the quarter pole. Nearing the half pole a 
lively contest ensued, and both shot past the 
stand—the first time almost neck and neck. 
On the back stretch, for several rods, the 
race was very pretty, Abe and Franklin 
striving for the mastery and Violetta far to 
the rear. Coming round the lower turn and 
into the home stretch, Franklin pushed 
ahead and came in winner of the heat by a 
length. Time 2:52. 

Second Heat. The second head decided 
this race. The word was given on the sec- 
ond score, Abe leading by half a length. He 
maintained this advantage until nearing the 
lower turn, where Franklin pushed him hard, 
and at the half mile pole the positions were 
reversed, Franklin going to the front and 
easily winning the heat by three lengths. 
Time 2:49. The following is a

Between the first and second heats of the 
colt race, the first heat of the 2:38 class was 
trotted. This was for a premium of $500, 
open to all horses that never beat 2:38, mile 
heats, in harness, best three in five, $350 to 
first, $150 to second. In this were entered 
sorrel gelding Gloucester, black gelding 
Bridgewater Boy, the bay gelding Dew 
Drop, and the black gelding Tempest. 

First Heat. The horses drew positions in 

the above order, and after scoring six times 
the word was given. Gloucester at once 
took the lead and kept it throughout, and 
easily won the heat, by three lengths over 
Dew Drop, Tempest and Bridgewater Boy, 
bringing up the rear. Time 2:39. 
Second Heat. After scoring a couple of 
times, the word was given with Tempest a 
length ahead. He led until after passing the 
quarter pole, when Gloucester pressed him 
hard, and at the half mile he was a couple of 
lengths ahead of Dew Drop, who had pushed 
up from the rearand passed Tempest. At 
the upper turn Dew Drop gained gradually 
upon Gloucester, and coming into the stretch 
he collared him.

EDITORAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


FOURTH AND LAST DAY. 
PoRTLAND, Sept. 10th, 1869. 

The last day of the Fair opened with a 
promise of good weather, though the air was 
chilly and bracing, at times quite disagreea- 
bly so, making an overcoat a very convenient 
addition to the summer wearing apparel. 
The attendance was very large, but not quite 
equal to that of yesterday. The crowd in the 
halls in the city was also very great and 
must have added largely to the general 
receipts of the Fair. Jt was gratifying to see 
that the agricultural room, containing the 
vegetables, fruits and other strictly farm 
products appeared to attract the largest num- 
ber ot delighted visitors, and that many com- 
pliments were bestowed upon the splendid 
display of potatoes, and the dairy products. 
The butter was indeed worthy of all that 
could be said of it. The Picture Gallery also 
attracted much attention. 

Judging from the attendance during the 
day both in the halls and on the grounds of 
the Exhibition, it is safe to say that the 
receipts from all sources cannot fall short of 
twenty thousand dollars, and that they will 
be sufficient to cover all expenses, premiums 
and all, and leave a considerable balance for 
the Maine and the New England Societies. 

The chief attraction at the Park in the 
morning was the grand cavalcade of all the 
stock on the ground, which took’place at*S 
o'clock. The procession gave all the people 
an opportunity to see the extent and magni- 
ficence of the show such as they could not 
have had by a mere inspection in the pens 
and stalls. During the crowded days of a 
Fair there is little opportunity to examine 
carefully any of the best animals on exhibi- 
tion. What one wants to see, all want to 
see, and the result is that nobody can see 
well. The best time for a farmer interested 
in stock, to examine and study it to his sat- 
isfaction, ison the opening of the Fair, or 
quite early in the morning, before the crowd 
begin to surround the stalls. But a cavalcade 
gives all an opportunity to see, and though 
it may be but a short time, it often gives a 
clearer idea of a great show than can 
got in any other way. 

At 11 o'clock came the admirable and 
comprehensive address of the President of 
the Society, Dr. George B. Loring. It was 
listened to by the vast crowd estimated to 
number fourteen or fifteen thousa d persons, 
It was presented on the first page of last 
week’s Ploughman, and is worthy of the 
careful perusal of all interested in agricul- 
ture. 

After the address the exereise of the after- 
noon consisted of the trials of speed of some 
of the noted horses on the ground. The 
weather was overcast with clouds and cool, 
but the track in splendid condition. The 
trial opened with horses that never trotted 
better than 2.58, mile heats, in harness, 3‘in 
5, $100 to first, $50 to second. Entries— 
Delhi, by J. D. Artheney, Augusta; Gibson 
Horse, s. g., by S. F. Gibson, Bethel; Ned 
Lewis, b. g., by A. M. Savage, Waterville ; 
Brown Nathan, brn. g., by E. Russell, Buck- 
field. 

Judges—Gen. Natt Head of N. H., Thomas 
Sanders, of Mass., J. T. Berry of Rockland. 

The horses came to the stand promptly on 
the call of the judges, soon after one o'clock. 
Objection was made to Brown Nathan, he 
having trotted, as was stated, between that 
2.58. After consultation he was allowod to 
trot under protest. 

The positions assigned were thus: Ist, 
Gibson horse; 2d, Ned Lewis; 3d, Delhi; 
4th, Brown Nathan. Previous to the start 
the Gibson horse was withdrawn. 

First Heat—Brown Nathan, driven by E. 
Russel, took the lead and kept it handsomely 
throughout the heat without breaking, and 
winning in 2.41 3-4. Ned Lewis came in 
about six lengths behind and Delhi about 
seven lengths behind Brown Nathan. 

Second Heat—After scoring twice they got 
the word “ Go.” Brown Nathan immediately 
took the lead and maintained it throughout 
the heat, Ned Lewis, however, pressing him 
closely. Delhi came in third. Brown Nathan 
won the heat in 2.45 3-4. 

Third Heat—In this heat as in others, 
Brown Nathan took the lead and kept it in 
splendid style. Ned Lewis contested the 
latter part with Delhi in an exciting manner 
and came in ahead of the latter horse. Brown 
Nathan won the heat in 2.44 1-4. The first 
prize was given to Brown Nathan, the man 
who protested having withdrawn his horse. 
Second prize to Ned Lewis. 

The second race was No. 43, for horses 

that have never trotted better than 2.54, mile 
heats, in harness, 3 in 5; $150 to first, $50 
to second. Entries—Daniel Boone, s. g., by 
R. Larkin, of Farmington; Tom Thumb, b. 
g, by Geo. H. Bailey, of Portland, Humming 
Bird, blk. m., by John May, of Augusta; 
Cotton, w. g., by A. M. Savage, of Water- 
ville. 
First Heat—Humming Bird had the pole. 
The horses got the word at the second score. 
Humming Bird took the lead in the first 
quarter, when she broke badly and Daniel 
Boone took the lead and maintained it hand- 
somely, winring the heat in 2.51 3-4. 

Second Heat—After scoring twice the 
horses got off. ‘The sorrel horse took the lead 
and maintained it, only breaking once and 


be 





that slightly, winning in 2.47 3-4. Humming 
Bird broke badly onoe or twice, but came in 
at the close eight lengths behind. 

Third Heat—After scoring three times they 
got a send off. Daniel Boone took the lead 
as usual and maintained it handsomely, and 
won the heat andthe race. Time—2.51 3-4; 
2.47 3-4; 2.47 1-2, ee 
The third race, antl thet which attracted 
the greatest degree of interest, was No. 44, 
open to all trotting horses, mile heats, to 
harness, best 3 in 5; $700 to first, $300 to 
second. Entries—McClellan, buckskin, by 
A. M. Worcester, of Boston; Troublesome, 
ch’n’g, by 8. H. Jacobs, of Westbrook ; India 
Rubber Ben, blk. g., by H. A. Hall, of Bos- 
ton; Topsey, by George H. Bailey, of Port- 
land. 

The judges were the same as in the previ- 
ous races. 

First Heat—In the toss India Rubber Ben 
won the pole; McClellan 2d, Troublesome 
3d, and Topsey, formerly Empress, the out- 
side. After scoring three times the word 
was given, although the horses did not get 
an even start; but it was evident the driver 
of McClellan intended to jockey. Trouble- 
some took the pole on the first quarter and 
maintained it throughout the heat, although 
sorely pressed by Topsey and India Rubber 
Ben. Time, 2.37 3-4. 

Second Heat—This time the word ‘‘ Go” 
was given on the first score. For the first 
quarter the race was very exciting, Trouble- 
some, Topsey and Ben being neck and neck, 
but on the second quarter Troublesome broke 
and Ben took the pole and held the lead 
throughout the heat. On the third quarter 
the contest for the second position was very 
exciting. McClellan who up to this point 
had been the last horse, passed Troublesome 
and then went for Topsey. Down the home 
stretch the race between these two was very 
exciting and interesting, and Topsey won the 
second position by half a length. 

Third Heat—This heat was not as inter- 
esting asthe other two, as it was evident 
from the start that India Rubber Ben had it 
all his own way. Topsey, however, did not 
break during the heat, and came in second. 
Troublesome came in third and was set back 
for running. Time, 2.37. 

Fourth Heat—The start was given on the 
first score, and all four horses turned the first 
quarter together, but Ben proved too much 
for his competitors and came in the winner 
of the third heat and race in 2.36 1-4.

STATE SOME OF THE TRAINS OF THOUGHT 
SUGGESTED TO DIFFERENT MINDS UPON 
HEARING OF FEARFUL CASUALTIES. 

We cannot now stop to inquire into the 
connection of the mind with external objects. 
We know, however, that different minds 
view things from different points of observa- 
tion, according to the peculiar circumstances 
under which they have been educated. A 
single instance will suffice to illustrate this. 

The good king Henry the Fourth, of 
France, one of the most interesting mon- 
archs that country ever possessed, fell by the 
dagger of a Jesuit just ashe was about com- 
mencing a great enterprise for the peace of 
Europe. Instances of grief occurred which 
partook of the character of madness. It is 
even said that many persons died on hearing 
the catastrophe. It was a great national ca- 
lamity, yet amidst the almost universal grief, 
many were inclined to pass over the event 
with the consoling idea that he died at the 
critical moment for his reputation, that the 
kingdom would survive and move on the 
same as ever. 

In the spring of 1841 the lamented Harri- 
son died, soon after being raised to the high- 
est office inthe gift of a great and free 
people. It was a season of heartfelt sorrow. 
On him, it was thought, hung many political 
questions of vital importance to the nation. 
Some conjectured one thing, some another. 
Many gave up for lost. The Christian drew 
from it many lessons of instruction. He was 
led to estimate more justly the value of our 
free institutions, to feel a deeper conviction 
that God was the Ruler of the world, to sub- 
mit with humility to the most afflicting dis- 
pensations of Providence. 

One man traced all its bearings on the 
country at large. The great questions of na- 
tional interest found a deep and cordial wel- 
come in his patriotic bosom, and he felt that 
a great and good man had fallen. Another 
estimated his own loss in the commercial in- 
terests of the country. This man was all- 
sorbed in self-aggrandizement. To him it 
was no more than an every day occurrence. 
A third pitied the Indians of the western 
frontier, feeling that they had lost their 
warmest friend. So every one had his feel- 
ings and his thoughts modified by circum- 
stances. ‘Thus it is witha fearful casualty 
of any kind. 

When the melancholy fate of the Lexing- 

ton became known, one man hardly gave it a 

passing thought. Another pictured the 

scene of distress—the look of fearful anxiety 

— the screams of agony and pain — the last 


embraces of friends—and the long and sad 
and last farewell—the struggles for life, and 
dwelt with terrible interest upon the sorrow- 
ful catastrophe. Another coolly calculated 
the loss of property, while still another drew 
from it an additional lesson on the uncer- 
tainty of life and resolved to prepare for the
